» Egypt’s decision in March 1979 to be- 
come the first Arab state to sign a peace 
treaty with Israel cemented its relation- 
ship with the U.S. and has resulted in its 
receiving an annual average of $2 billion 
in U.S. aid in the years since. 

» Mubarak has been in power since 1981. 
»The protest movements in Egypt and 
Tunisia have been characterized by strong 
middle-class elements using social media. 
Tunisia has inspired some demonstrators 
in Egypt.

The opposition leader, who earlier in 
the day won a political endorsement from 
Egypt’s banned Muslim Brotherhood, prom- 
ised protesters through a megaphone that 
“change is coming in the next few days.” 

Although ElBaradei, who won the Nobel 


Peace Prize in 2005 for his efforts to prevent 
nuclear proliferation, was said to have been 
under house arrest, there was confusion 
about whether those reports were accurate. 
He had not appeared in public since being 
doused with tear gas and water cannons dur- 
ing clashes last week. 

Sunday’s show of force by the military 
was seen as a sign that it could be preparing 
to crack down on protests to restore calm 
to Cairo and other cities. The chaos in the 
streets has shocked entrenched strongmen 
throughout the region, galvanized the Arab 
world and left about 100 people dead, ac- 
cording to Egyptian media.

Another 

coyote 

sighting

Mark another neighborhood as part of the 
expanding frontier of the urban coyote: Resi- 
dents in the northwest side Budlong Woods 
area this week have reported multiple sight- 
ings of at least one scrawny coyote, and what 
sounds like a chorus of coyotes howling in re- 
sponse to ambulance sirens at nearby Swedish 
Covenant Hospital. 

Like everywhere else the coyote has en- 
croached, the arrival of coyotes in Budlong 
Woods has been greeted with fear and won- 
der, as longtime urban dwellers reacquaint 
themselves to the presence of a species that 
had all but vanished from the Chicago area by 
the end of the 19th century 

“I don’t think it’s a problem, but there’s a 
lot of kids playing outside, especially with the 
snow,” said Jim Roumbos, who has lived in 
the neighborhood for more than 30 years and 
spotted his first coyote romping in a neigh- 
bor’s yard Sunday 

Roumbos said 311 operators have told him 
the city does not trap coyotes, but he said he 
isn’t too concerned. 

In 2007, a 2-year-old male wandered into a 
Loop Quizno’s at lunchtime and chiUed inside 
a soft drink cooler until authorities hauled 
him out and relocated him to the suburbs. In 
November, a camera man captured film of a 
coyote sprinting down State Street. A month 
later, city firefighters rescued a female coyote 
trapped on floating block of ice that had drift- 
ed into the open water off Fullerton Avenue. 

By one estimate, there are some 2,000 coy- 
otes in and around the city, and most of them 
enjoy longer life spans than coyotes studied in 
rural areas. 



CTA: NO OFFICIAL PLAN TO SHUTTER ‘L’ STATIONS

You can calm down, all you Red and Purple 
Line riders who reached for the grab bars 
last week when word spread that the CTA 
will close five rail stations. 

There are no such plans, according to the 
CTA. But the agency is in the early stages 
of soliciting feedback for an overhaul of the 
north branch of the Red Line and the Purple 
Line, from about Belmont north through 
Evanston and to Linden in Wilmette. 

‘All we’ve done is lay out several basic 
alternatives using ideas from riders,” said 
Michael Connelly, CTA vice president of 
service planning and scheduling. “There is 
no official CTA plan yet.” 

Proposals submitted so far include the 
desire for faster travel times, more trains 
at rush periods, more stations or fewer sta- 
tions and the option to transfer between 
the Red and Purple/Purple Express lines at 


more locations in the city 

In response, CTA planners generated six 
concepts that range from building a sub- 
way and new stations to replace part of the 
Red Line elevated structure, to a no-action 
alternative that will lead to the continued 
degradation of the century-old transit in- 
frastructure. 

Consolidation of “L’ stops and providing 
additional entrances and exits at remaining 
adjacent stations was evaluated. Only two 
of the CTA scenarios mentioned the pos- 
sibility of closing the Jarvis, Thorndaie and 
Lawrence stations in Chicago and the South 
Boulevard and Foster stations in Evanston. 

“The station closings idea, I want nipped 
in the bud right away,” Aid. Joe Moore 
(49th) said at last week’s scoping meeting in 
Rogers Park.

It would have a devastat- 
ing impact on my community” 

The CTA is far short of the billions of 
dollars needed to conduct a major over- 
haul of the 9.5-mile corridor. Transit offi- 
cials say any modernization of the Red and 
Purple lines likely is many years away and 
its final form is to be determined. None- 
theless, the transit agency and the Federal 
Transit Administration are beginning the 
early process of collecting feedback so the 
project would be ready to go when funding 
becomes available. 

Transit officials took many of the more 
than 1,000 suggestions received at public 
meetings that started in 2009— without 
endorsing any— and inserted them into 
different scenarios to give riders additional 
chances to chime in during scoping meet- 
ings held last week and attended by a total 
of about 425 people, according to the CTA.

Blizzard bears down 
on Chicago area 


If you thought the East Coast had it bad last 
week, brace yourself for the huge storm forecast 
to overtake the Chicago area this week. 

The National Weather Service has issued a blizzard 
watch starting Tuesday afternoon for much of North- 
ern Illinois and Northwest Indiana. 

All told, forecasters expect at least 8 inches in north 
central Illinois, and at least i8 inches in the northeast 
and eastern central parts of the state. Accumulations 
of at least i8 inches could register in Northwest Indi- 
ana and reach 24 inches in some areas, according to 
the weather service. 

“The last storm of this potential magnitude to hit 
Chicago was {on} Jan. 2, 1999,” said Richard Castro, 
a meteorologist at the weather service. That day, he 
said, 18.6 inches of accumulation were measured in 
the city 

The all-time Chicago record was set Jan. 26 and 27, 
1967, when 23 inches of snow fell on the city Castro 
added. 

Light snow is expected to fall starting Monday 
morning with up to 4 inches of accumulation expect- 
ed by midday Tuesday Following that, a more severe 
storm is expected to move north into the Chicago 
area from Arkansas late Tuesday and into Wednesday 

As the storm moves north, northeast winds of 
20 to 30 mph are forecast, bringing cold air across the

lake, which may contribute to lake-effect snow. Those 
winds are expected to strengthen into Wednesday 
morning, when gusts could reach 45 mph, according 
to the weather service. 

The combination of high winds and heavy snow 
“could cause white-out conditions and blizzard con- 
ditions,” Castro said.

Rock ’n’ roll lifestyle 


‘School of Rock’ star Miranda Cosgrove lives the real thing as tour hits Chicago 


Miranda Cosgrove woke up in the 
middle of the night last week and asked 
herself, “Where am I?” 

The ly-year-old star of Nickelodeon’s 
hit sitcom “iCarly” then looked at the fig- 
ure sleeping in the bunk bed across from 
her and for the next half-hour wondered, 
“Who is that?” 

The confusion was to be expected. It 
was Cosgrove’s first night on the tour 
bus that will take her to more than 
20 cities on her first tour. As for the 
mystery figure sleeping across from the 
actress-turned-singer, that was just her 
musical director. 

“I’ve never been to camp before,” 
Cosgrove said backstage Friday before 
her show at the Rosemont Theatre, the 
fourth stop on her tour. “But I feel like 
the whole scene on the bus is a lot like 
camp with all the bunks.” 

The L.A. native appeared in “School 
of Rock” in 2003 (she played the band’s 


manager), then landed a role on Nickel- 
odeon’s “Drake & Josh” before getting 
her own series in 2007. She feels touring 
at this point in her young career is a nice 
change of pace and better suits her typi- 
cal teenager sleeping habits. 

“I thought I would be super tired, but 
I actually get to wake up late,” Cosgrove 
said. “When I’m doing the TV show, I 
have to get up at 5 or 6 every morning. 
And with this, I get up at 10 or ii, which 
is really nice. I’m a huge night owl. This is 
more my thing.” 

In April, Cosgrove released her debut 
album, “Sparks Fly,” which debuted at 
No. 8 on the Billboard 200. She’ll release 
an EP on ATarch 15 that will feature her 
new single, “Dancing Crazy,” which 
features a duet with Weezer front man 
Rivers Cuomo. 

“I’d never met him before, but I’d 
listened to his music for a long time,” 
said Cosgrove, who was introduced to 


Cuomo by producer Dr. Luke. “He has a 
daughter who is young, so he’d heard of 
[‘iCarly’] before. The song is called ‘High 
Maintenance.’ I play a girl who is high 
maintenance and he plays a guy who puts 
up with it.” 

In addition to music andTV^ Cosgrove 
is reading film scripts. She tends to get 
offered “Mean Girls”-like comedies but 
said she really wants to do an indepen- 
dent film. 

Would she consider following in the 
footsteps of Disney Channel’s “Hannah 
Montana” and “Lizzie McGuire” to bring 
“iCarly” to the big screen? 

“I’d love to do that,” Cosgrove said. 
“People have talked about it a lot. The 
creator of show said he is working on 
something, but I don’t know much. I 
think that would be a good way to wrap 
up the show.”
